BARBADOS. 
End of smallpox— Quarantine news. 


BRIDGETOWN, BARBADOS, April 26, 1902. 


Sir: In continuation of my report by last mail in reference to the 
cases of smallpox which have occurred here, I have now to report that 
fourteen clear days having elapsed at noon on the 22d instant since the 
last case of smallpox occurred on the 8th instant, clean bills of health 
were reissued on the evening of the 22d instant and the fact telegraphed 
by the governor to the governors of Demerara and the several British 
West India colonies, and they were asked to reply when the quarantine © 
at their respective colonies against Barbados would be removed. The 
following replies have been received: Demerara, twenty-one days from 
the 8th instant; Trinidad, twenty-eight days from the 8th instant ; 
Grenada, twenty-eight days from the 8th instant; Saint Vincent, twenty- 
eight days from the 8th instant; Antigua, twenty-eight days from the 
8th instant; Jamaica, free pratique. 

All the smallpox patients are convalescent, but are in strict quaran- 
tine at the quarantine station. The well contacts have been released.

I have received the following replies : 

Demerara.—At present vessels arriving here from New York, Halifax, 
London, Liverpool, and Glasgow are admitted to pratique, mails from 
England being fumigated. Further steps with regard to arrivals from 
England are about to be taken, though vessels do not arrive here under 
fourteen days. 

Trinidad.—The quarantine board has decided not to take any action 
at present. 

Martinique.—No vessels come here from Halifax, Liverpool, or Glas- 
gow. Those from New York are admitted to free pratique, also those 
from London and Southampton (say Royal Mail and Direct Line steam- 
ers), if provided with certificates of noncommunication with Barbados 
or other infected ports. 

Guadaloupe.—No quarantine restrictions are enforced here against 
arrivals from New York, Halifax, London, Liverpoo], Southampton, 
and Glasgow. 

Antigua.—Vessels arriving from the ports named are admitted to free 
pratique on condition of their bringing with them clean bills of health 
and that there are no quarantine restrictions with regard to their car- 
goes, except in cases where foul bills of health are presented. 

St. Kitts.—Vessels from New York, Halifax, London, Liverpool, 
Southampton, and Glasgow are admitted to free pratique and cargo 
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and mails are landed without restrictions, but no soiled linen is allowed 
to be landed. 

St. Thomas.—Vessels arriving at this colony from New York, Halifax, 
Loudon, Liverpool, Southampton, and Glasgow at present are admitted 
to free pratique and the cargo and mails from such vessels are allowed 
to be landed here without any quarantine restrictions. 

Jamaica.— Vessels from the places mentioned are admitted to free 
pratique, provided their bills of health are clean and all are well on 
board. 

The British consul at Paramaribo reports that the last case of yellow 
fever there was cured on March 31 and the last case in the districts on 
the 11th instant. There was 1 case at Albina, 80 miles from Paramaribo, 
on the 18th instant, and quarantine was at once imposed against that 
place, with which there is no communication except by a bush road. 

Quarantine has been imposed at Barbados against Pernambuco for 
plague and French Guiana for yellow fever ; at Martinique and Guade- 
loupe against Dutch and French Guiana, Colon and Panama for yellow 
fever, and the Brazils and South Africa for plague ; at St. Thomas 
against Porto Rico, Vieques, and Culebra for smallpox. 

The prices charged at the Jamaica Quarantine Station are 6s., 3s. 6d., 
and 1s. 6d., and not those mentioned in my circular of 12th instant.

Confirming reports of cholera in Canton and vicinity. 
[No. 181.] 


CANTON, CHINA, March 29, 1902. 

Sir: In further continuation of my No. 176 regarding the spread of 
Asiatic cholera in Canton and vicinity, I have the honor to report as 
follows: 

His honor, Sum, magistrate of the Heungshau District, which has a 
population of considerably over 1,000,000, reported to me on the morn- 
ing of March 19, 1902, that cholera was spreading rapidly through his 
district and that several hundred natives had fallen victims. I there- 
fore cabled to the Department as follows, sending at the same time a 
duplicate dispatch to Minister Conger at Peking: 


SECRETARY OF STATE, Washington, D. C.: Cholera spreading in Heungshau ; abating 
Canton.—McW ADE. 


I was, I can assure you, very glad to be able to add that the disease 
was abating at this port. Among its victims, since my No. 176, were 
2 sisters belonging to the French convent, 1 of whom died here on 
Shameen. Among the native victims was Yue Yam Ting, the pro- 
prietor of 6 large drug stores and dispensaries, in which he drove a 
thriving business in a cholera mixture, which he asserted was a specific 
for cholera. He employed upward of 1,000 workmen and coolies in 
the preparation of his ‘‘medicines’’ and was a mandarin, by purchase. 

On learning from missionary sources and from Chinese officials that 
about 200 deaths from cholera had occurred in Fatshan within the past 
two days, and that the disease was apparently spreading rapidly, I 
cabled on March 22, 1902, as follows, duplicating my cablegram to 
Minister Conger : 

SECRETARY OF STATE, Washington, D. C.: Cholera raging in Fatshan ; abating 
decidedly Canton.—MCWADE. 


On March 29, 1902, I received the following official report from the 
Rev. Andrew Beattie, Ph. D., American Presbyterian mission : 


SHEK LUNG, CHINA, March 26, 1902. 
ConsuL MCWADE: I have just spent three days in the district, city of Tsang Shing, 
and find that there is considerable plague there. About 20 deaths from it were 
reported within the last two weeks. Some cases of cholera are reported in the neigh- 
borhood of Shek Lung and Tungkun City, butI have not been able to ascertain to what 
extent the disease prevails.

Report from Hongkong. 
HONGKONG, CHINA, April 1, 1902. 


Sir: Ihave the honor to transmit herewith the abstract of bills of 
health issued at this station during the week ended March 29, 1902. 

Five vessels were inspected, 611 individuals were bathed at the 
disinfecting station, and 738 bundles of clothing and bedding were 
disinfected by steam. There were 2 rejections because of fever. 

The return of communicable diseases for the week show that the fol- 
lowing diseases occurred in the colony, viz, 17 cases of cholera and 16 
deaths, 5 cases of enteric fever, and 5 cases of smallpox and 5 deaths, 
Of the total number of cholera cases, 6 were imported from Singapore 
and 1, an European, was imported from Canton. Unofficial reports 
from Canton state that cholera continues severe in the city and that the 
disease has spread to the surrounding country. The local press states 
that the Chinese in Canton believe that the present sickness is caused 
by the foreigners poisoning the water. 

A cablegram from Dr. Anna Scott, of the American Baptist mission 
at Swatow, states that cholera has not made its appearance in that city. 
A cablegram was also received by Castle Wolfe & Co., during the week 
from the United States consul at Toochow stating that there has been 
no cholera in that city thus far. 

The mortality returns for the month of February, 1902, show that 
355 deaths were reported in the colony, a percentage mortality of 14.4 
per 1,000 per annum for the total population excluding the army and 
navy. The percentage mortality among the British and foreign popu- 
lation was 21.3 per 1,000; among the Chinese land population, 15.5 per 
1,000, and among the harbor population, 17.8 per 1,000. Of the total 
deaths reported, 5 were due to smallpox, 1 to diphtheria, 3 to enteric 
fever, 13 to diarrhea, 3 to dysentery. and 1 to bubonic plague, 20 to 
malaria, 24 to beriberi, 1 to meningitis, 13 to tetanus, 32 to bronchitis, 
28 to pneumonia, and 66 to phthisis pulmonalis.

The pier and wharf at Bocas del Toro. 


Bocas DEL Toro, COLOMBIA, May 8, 1902. 


Sir: Since my letter tothe Bureau on April 23, 1902, concerning ves- 
sels Joading at the wharf at the subport of Chiriqui Grande, I made a 
trip to the above-named place to see the wharf. 

This pier with wharf is built out from the shore to deep water and is 
about 900 feet long, and this distance is the actual length out over the 
water. This pier is not wide enough to allow a footman to pass the 
train. The banana trains come out of the plantation and out on the 
wharf to the steamer. No one dccompanies the train except the train 
crew of 3 to 5 men; the fruit is unloaded from the cars to the ship by 
the laborers carried from Bocas del Toro, and these wear fumigated 
clothing; this clothing is of one color and the same material to dis- 
tinguish them from other laborers. The instructions of the fruit com- 
pany to their employees (mostly Americans) are to see that the quaran- 
tine regulations are strictly carried out at the peril of their positions. 

Owing to the actual length of the pier and wharf (about 900 feet) over 
the water, the fact that it can better be guarded as to unemployed per- 
sons and that it takes less laborers to put the fruit along side of the ship 
than would be employed if launches and barges were used, and having 
visited the place and studied it in detail leads me to believe that it is 
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safe to load at the wharf at Chiriqui Grande, as carried on at present, 
at all hours of the day or night.

The case of smallpox developed here April 24 
ultimo, is now isolated and guarded. Compulsory vaccination is now 
being enforced.

departure, and no alien steerage passengers landed at this port. 

Casilda.—Acting Asst. Surg. Alejandro Cantero reports 3 deaths in 
the city of Trinidad. No contagious diseases reported. The steamship 
Independiente arrived at that port April 28 with 1 death on board in the 
person of a colored child 2 months old; cause, infantile colic was 
sick when embarked at Cienfuegos and died previous to arrival at 
Casilda. Ten vessels inspected and passed, granted pratique; 11 bills 
of health issued vessels prior to departure; no alien steerage passen- 
gers landed at that port. 

Santa Cruz del Sur.—Acting Asst. Surg. Pedro M. Quevedo reports 
no deaths at that port during week ended April 26, 1902. No con- 
tagious diseases reported. Health of port good. Seven vessels inspected 
and passed, granted pratique ; 8 bills of health issued vessels prior to 
departure, and no alien steerage passengers landed at that port. Fol- 
lowing is a recapitulation of weekly reports from the district under 
my command for the month of April, 1902:

tubercle of lungs, 3; tubercle, abdominal, 2; syphilis, 1; cancer of the 
stomach, 1; diseases of the spinal cord, 1; organic diseases of the heart, 
1; pneumonia, 2; abscess of the liver, 1; Bright’s disease, 1; ill defined 
causes of death, 1. During the week 8 vessels were inspected and 
passed on arrival, 5 vessels passed without inspection, and 11 vessels 
received bills of health prior to leaving port. The provisional flag 
steamship Julia was disinfected on April 15, 1902, prior to sailing for 
Porto Rico. On April 19, 1902, the Norwegian steamship Daphne was 
disinfected prior to sailing for Mobile, Ala.

Plague and cholera in various countries. 


BERLIN, GERMANY, April 28, 1902. 


Sir: I have the honor to transmit the latest information obtained 
from the imperial health office at Berlin regarding plague and cholera. 


Plague. 


Eeypt.—From April 4 to April 10, inclusive, there were recorded 21 
new plague cases (13 deaths), namely, 11 (7) in Decheneh, 3 (1) in 
Benha, 6 (5) in Kafr Rabieh, and 1 (—) in Ekwa. In Alexandria, 
according to a later report, there have been registered 2 new plague 
cases. ; 

British Inp1A.—In the Bombay Presidency, between March 15 and 
March 21 there were recorded 5,852 plague cases and 4,394 deaths—that 
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is to say, considerably less than during the foregoing weck. In the city 
of Bombay, during the week ended March 25, there were registered 
853 new plague cases and 751 deaths, besides which 287 deaths were 
entered as ‘‘suspected’’ plague. 

HoneKone.—During the period from February 1 to March 15, 2 
fatal plague cases were recorded in the colony. 

JAPAN.—In Nagasaki, on the arrival of a Japanese steamer from 
Keelung (Formosa) 1 of the passengers, a Japanese woman, was found 
to be suffering with plague. 

MAURITIUS.—During the four weeks from February 7 to March 6, 
there were recorded 15, 13, 7, and 19 plague cases and 9, 11, 3, and 5 
deaths on the island. 

CaPE CoLoNy.—According to a report in a Cape Colony newspaper, 
a case of plague was registered at Graaf Reinet on March 20. 

BRITISH East AFRICA.—According toa telegraphic report dated April 
15, there were recorded in the protectorate, between March 30 and April 
14, 10 plague cases and 2 deaths. In Nairobi, according to a commun- 
ication dated March 24, there had occurred up to that date 40 plague 
cases, with 15 deaths. In the railroad workshops and sheds a large 
number of dead rats were found. 

QUEENSLAND.—According to an officiai bulletin dated February 24, 
there were on that date 6 plague patients under treatment. In Bris- 
bane, between February 24 and March 8, there were registered 5 new 
plague cases, with 1 death. 


Plague and cholera. 


BRITISH INDIA.—In Calcutta during the week ended March 15, there 
were registered 536 plague cases and 501 deaths, and 118 persons died 
of cholera. 

Cholera. 


TURKEY.—During the week ended April 7, according to official bulle- 
tins, there occurred in Mecca 66 and in Djiddah 139 deaths from cholera. 

Eeypt.—According to a telegraphic report from the director of the 
quarantine station at El Tor, there had been registered at that place, up 
to April 11, 42 cholera cases, of which 25 ended in death. 

DutcuH INDIEs.—In the district of Soerabaya there occurred, between 
February 23 and March 8, 18 cholera cases with 16 deaths. 

HonGkonG.—At the beginning of March there occurred, on a Japanese 
steamer lying in Kowloon, 5 cases of cholera, 3 of which ended in death. 
Up to March 15 there had occurred in Hongkong 13 cholera cases, with 
10 deaths.

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groins or in the axilla, but there was a raised and swollen area about 
12 to 16 centimeters wide extending in front of the anterior border of 
the latissimus dorsi downward to the crest of the ilium. Incision 
showed the tissues to be infiltrated with clear serum. ‘This serum, and 
also the spleen, showed the bacilli of plague in large numbers. The 
body was cremated at the quarantine station. The source of infection 
in this case is unknown.

The quarantine camp at El Tor. 


- Catro, Eaypt, April 17, 1902. 


Sir: The outbreak of Asiatic cholera among the pilgrims returning 
from Mecca and the large number detained in quarantine at El Tor in close 
and dangerous proximity to my post suggest the importance of the 
fullest information to the Department, especially in view of the fact 
that the United States has no representative in the international sani- 
tary board. 

The pilgrimage to Mecca this year has been exceptionally heavy and 
nearly 40,000 of the pilgrims, it is estimated, come from the north. 
There are now 8 or 10 shiploads detained at El Tor in quarantine and 
cholera is officially reported to exist among them. It is not. therefore, 
inopportune now that they are returning to their homes, and in view of 
the existence of cholera in their ranks, to give some description of the 
measures which have been taken to prevent the spread of this scourge. 
These measures may be divided in accordance with their object into 2 
classes. The first class aim solely at preventing any returning pilgrims 
from entering Egypt by any other door than El Tor and thus insure 
that all shall have undergone a period of quarantine. The second class, 
after the collection of the pilgrims at El Tor, aim at arresting the prog- 
ress of the epidemic there, and fighting it at that place by the most 
efficacious means and allowing only those who are considered incapable 
of carrying the infection to leave for Europe or Egypt. Thus, in the 
first place, rigorous measures have been taken to oblige all the pilgrims 
to go to El Tor to purge their quarantine. 

Notwithstanding the extreme irksomeness to the steamship owners of 
the quarantine measures, none of the steamers will try to escape them, 
as none will be admitted to the port of Suez except upon the production 
of their bills of health. The danger of infection will thus be limited 
to the small groups of pilgrims who, shipping in ‘*sambouks,’’ try to 
effect a clandestine landing on the shores of Egypt, or those who try, 
either singly or in caravans, to reenter Egypt by land. To both, nature 
opposes some very great difficulties. Those who embark in ‘‘sambouks”’ 
will have, it is said, to land at great distances from any habitation, and 
without previously arranged means of transport across the open desert. 
They would risk a miserable death from hunger and thirst. The clan- 
destiue landings will doubtless be always attempted in proximity to an 
inhabited place. All these places are being closely watched by boats 
and steamers in the Egyptian and Soudan government services. The 
whole of the Egyptian Red Sea coast is being patrolled to prevent any 
attempted landing. In addition to this, all the roads leading from the 
coast inland are being watched by the administrative authorities. So 
that, even if some pilgrims were to evade the cruisers, and land, they 
would be nearly sure to be caught, when they would be held at the dis- 
position of the quarantine authorities. The difficulties attendant upon 
an attempt to enter Egypt by land are still very much greater. The 
question of isolated travelers crossing the Arabian desert may be dis- 
missed, as it is impracticable except for fairly large caravans. All the 
Bedouins of the Sinai Peninsula know that the caravans should go to 
El Tor, and the garrison of Nakel, which has been specially strength- 
ened for the purpose, is occupying the principal well on the caravan 
route and has received orders to convoy all caravans arriving at Nakel 
to El Tor. Besides this, a strict watch is being kept upon the banks of 
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the Suez Canal by the canal company’s agents and by the coast guards, 
who would report to the quarantine authorities any pilgrims who had 
succeeded in eluding the marauding Bedouins. Such are, in brief, the 
measures that have been taken to render El Tor the only door into 
Egypt for the returning wanderer. 





The El Tor camp. 


El Tor is situated 120 miles to the south of Suez on the eastern coast 
of the Arabian Gulf. It lies in a wide plain, between the sea and the 
cliffs of the Sinaitic range which border the horizon at a distance of 
about 10 miles from the coast. Boats from Suez take twelve or fifteen 
hours to reach El Tor, but by land the caravans take from five to six 
days. The shore on which the quarantine camp has been established is 
constantly swept by a strong breeze. On arriving at El Tor the pil- 
grims disembark into large boats which are towed by a tug to three dis- 
infecting stations. Each of these stations is separated into two parts for 
the different sexes. The goods and clothing of each pilgrim are then 
placed in numbered sacks which are placed in the disinfecting ovens, 
where they are subjected to a temperature of 120° F. for a space of 
twenty minutes. Such objects as would be spoiled by the heat of the 
stoves are dipped in a solution of corrosive sublimate. An inspection 
of the vessel which brought the pilgrims is also made in order to see 
that everything has been disembarked. 

The vessel itself then goes through a thorough process of disinfection. 
While the disinfection of these goods and clothing is proceeding the 
pilgrims are conducted into a spacious dressing room. Here they 
receive each a sterilized gallabieh with which to cover their nakedness. 
Then they pass on to the bathroom, where, according to the choice of 
each, the pilgrim may have a cold or hot douche or a cold or hot sea- 
water bath. The washing over, they proceed to another room where 
their disinfected goods are handed back tothem. While dressing them- 
selves in their disinfected garments in this room they receive a visit 
from the quarantine doctor, and the list of their names is taken by the 
passport authorities. Ali these operations, which are gone through in 
a most thorough manner, are finished within an hour. The pilgrims 
are passed through each station in batches of 40. The quarantine sta- 
tion is thus able to pass through over 100 pilgrims an hour. 

In cases of great urgency the electric light which has been fitted up, 
allows the disinfection to be proceeded with during the night. On 
leaving the disinfecting house, the pilgrim and his clothes have been 
cleared of any germs with which they might have been infected. His 
goods are placed on the railway which connects the different sections of 
) the encampment together, and he and all his comrades from the same 
ship are told off to the section of the camp destined for their accommo- 
dation. In the case of the sick the routine is somewhat different : 

On disembarkation they are at once conveyed to one of the three hos- 
pitals, according to the nature of their sickness. The process of disin- 
; fecting the clothes of the sick is carried out in a small establishment 
attached to each hospital for the purpose. 


. The sections. 
a The section to which the healthy pilgrim, on leaving the disinfecting 


station, is conducted, forms a large rectangle 200 meters long by 50 
f meters wide. This space is inclosed by a high fence and is separated 
on either hand from the next section by a similar plot of ground. The 
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-ground is laid out in 4 rows of 25 tents, each of which will accommo- 
date 6 pilgrims. At the corners are situated the tents of the doctor, the 
sanitary guards, and the representative of the ministry of the interior. 
Each section also contains a general provision store, a restaurant, and 
the necessary sanitary provisions. The pilgrims are visited individu- 
ally twice a day by the doctor, who dispatches any that are sick to the 
proper hospital. In cholera times the period of quarantine is fifteen days, 
provided the health of the section remains good. If a case of cholera 
occurs the period of quarantine starts afresh, and the pilgrims in the sec- 
tion are kept until fifteen days shall have elapsed since the last case of 
cholera occurred. It is thus only when the possible date of incubation 
of the germ has been passed that the pilgrims are considered free and 
allowed to reembark on their ship. For Egyptian pilgrims, who have 
no long sea voyage to undergo before reaching the port of disembarka- 
tion, the period of quarantine is eighteen days instead of fifteen days. 

From the moment a section is occupied by a batch of pilgrims, the 
doctor, attendants, shop-keeper, restaurant-keeper, and all hands are 
strictly isolated, and communication with the rest of the camp is only 
possible by means of the telephone, which has been recently fitted up. 

A cordon of soldiers surrounds each section. The whole camp itself 
is entirely surrounded by a fence similar to that which incloses a sec- 
tion, and is guarded by soldiers, stationed at short intervals, to prevent 
all evasion on the part of anybody. Finally, the whole plain in which 
the camp is situated is watched by posts of Bedouins stationed on the 
commanding points of the hills at the back. At night the sections are 
illuminated by electric light, which renders the watching easy. 

The camp contains 40 sections, of which 20 are destined to be occu- 
pied and 20to remain empty. Each section accommodates 600 persons, 
so that the camp is capable of housing 12,000 pilgrims at one time. 

In the life which the pilgrim must lead in the section comfort and 
distraction are of necessity wanting, but, at least, none of the necessities 
of life are absent. The stores are well provisioned, and the goods are 
sold at a fixed tariff, which has been previously submitted to and 
approved by the quarantine board. This tariff is printed and posted 
up in Turkish and Arabicin each section. For destitute pilgrims, what- 
ever their nationality, the Government provides 2 meals a day. The 
daily ration consists of 5 drams of soup, 250 drams of bread, and 1 roll 
of cooked lentils, rice, beans, or other vegetables. Meat is added to 
this ration in the case of Egyptian pilgrims. 


The hospitals. 


As soon as a pilgrim in a section is discovered to be ill he is taken to 
the hospital, while his effects, of which an inventory in duplicate is 
taken, are, after disinfection, consigned to the service of the Beit-el- Mal. 
There are actually 3 hospitals at El Tor, built in masonry and furnished 
with every medical comfort. The 2 first are, respectively, for men and 
women, and each section contains 30 beds. They are destined to receive 
ordinary cases of sickness. The third is divided into 2 parts for men 
and women, and is destined especially for surgical cases. It accommo- 
dates 10 women and 10 men. 

An important innovation has been established this year by the instal- 
lation of a dairy of 20 cows furnishing fresh and natural milk to replace 
the concentrated article, which many patients can not take. 

Besides the masonry-built hospitals, temporary and distinct ones have 
been fitted up for suspicious cases and for those which are recognized as 
contagious. Suspicious cases are placed in officers’ tents, each contain- 
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ing 2 beds, while contagious cases occupy wooden huts, fitted with 
adjustable screens, opening and shutting, to allow of the regulation of 
the atmosphere of the interior in accordance with the outside tempera- 
ture or the needs of the patient. The camp is provided as well with a 
bacteriological laboratory, a dispensary, and everything needful for the 
object in hand. Good water is abundant, and both the wells and the 
conduits have been specially guarded against contamination. 

Such is the brief description of the quarantine camp at El Tor—a 
numerous and experienced body of nurses and doctors, under the orders 
of the president of the quarantine board, Dr. Ruffer, who is vigilant 
and indefatigable in his efforts to avoid a cholera epidemic. The 
Egyptian Government has left nothing undone in support of the efforts 
of the quarantine board, and if cholera can be kept out of this country, 
there is every prospect that it will be so this year, although it is near 
and the danger serious.
